to $40 per ton. 


Last yea*-, the farmers' cotton- 


seed scarcely paid for the gin-

Whatever powder you use though, 
•I ft it well over the head, shake 
the hair with the fingers to get

A brush with long thick bristles 
is best—real bristles, not the wire 
kind, since the bristles act likn 
those of a broom, and sweep 
the powder out of the hair.

bristles, finish your work by put-

to simply corn meal—eight cnnts 
for a huge box, enough for sev- 
eral shampooes. The other pow- 
der Is corn meal (the finer kind, 


which is usually white) and the 
same amount of powdered orris 
root Another powder is slmpl; 
orris root, which comes in a tint 
meal, and is often scented. Open 
the box when you buy It, for i 
it has been in stock long, minute 
insects get Into It

talcum, or half corn starch,

Since this first shipment was made In a cotton- 
seed oil tanker the equivalent of 14,000,000 can have been transported from Texas fields.

look to Coralcana and the South- 
west for Its oil supply. Along the 
side of the car a banner was 
strung that set forth this prom- 
ise; ''Corslcana 
Petroleum 
Oil. 
Greatest discovery ever -made In 
Texas. As good as Pennsylvania's. 
Quantity, unlimited." 
That the promise made on that 
day has come true Is known by 
every inhabitant of the Southwest. 
This first shipment of raw oil was 
followed by a second and a third. 
More cars were added, and, with 
the completion of the first refin- 
ery at Corslcana In 1898, crude oil 
shipments gave way -to refined 
kerosene. In and out of Corsicana, 
freight trains pulled their chains 
of tank cars, gradually 
adding 
more until the oil train became a 


common sight to tl?e farmers along 
the rlghts-of-way. 
Today many facilities are .utiliz- 
ed by the oil Industry In trans- 
porting Its products to market. 
Tank cars, trucks, tankers, and 
pipe lines now contribute to this 
outlet But by reason of Its being 
first, this shipment still holds a 
place 
in 
petroleum transporta- 


tion. The industry has marched 
forward, and transportation prob- 
lems have been solved with as 
much care as production prob- 
lems. Those remaining will 
re>- 
celve an equal consideration, and 
at the fifteenth annual convention 
of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute In Dallas, November 12-15, all 
problems and plans of the pe 
iroleum industry will be consider- 
ed together with the intimate re- 
lationships with all other indus- 
try.

Oct. 8.—(SpU— Although it Is the 
largest cotton producing state in 
the 
country, Texas should 
be 


cither the first or gccond state 
to" complete its Issuance of tax 
exemption certificates under the 
Bankhrad act, according to E. H, 
Eudaly, chairman of the Texas 
Allotment Board now in operation 
at Texas A. and M. college. Ar- 
kansas, however, may be the first 
to finish, he added, pointing out 
that Arkansas had a far less 
number of certificates to 
Issue 
than Texas. 


Both Texas and Arkansas, Mr. 


Kudaly said, are 
working- now 


on the allocation of the 10 per 
cent reserve withheld from the 
original 90 per cent allocation to 
provide for special cases not ade- 
quately covered by the base pro- 
duction period of 1928-32, inclu- 
sive, used In making allotments. 
He added that figure work is pro- 
ceeding rapidly on Texas' 10 per 
cent reserve and that the board 
probably will be ready to begin 
allocation of certificates from tin 
reserve by Oct. 15. 


The Texas board, through Ocl 


4, had Issued a total of 654,88 
certificates covering 344,627 appll 
cations from cotton producers In 
230 counties of the 
state.

paraflvely little cotton Is grown 
and where minor corrections In 
the applccations have had to be 
made.State* Start Same Time.
